TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin yesterday refused to “In- 
dulge in idle predictions when the 
next war” in the Middle East would 
break out --- “ali those who in the 
past made predictions were wrong 
— but we must! be prepared and 
ready to fight ‘a: war whenever it 


. breaks out,” he declared. 


Mr. Rabin, addiessing the anoual 
Meeting of the Israel Management 
Centre at the Hilton Hotel here, 
said that while preparing for any 
emergency Israel jwould continue to 
search for peace.“but not at any 
price.” 

The Arab world, he noted, for the 
first time in 26 years felt confident 
that it could advance its cause both 
in the military and economic-politi- 
cal cields. Although the Arab armies 
had been defeated “they had not 
been smashed” In the Yom Kippur 
War. 

Mr. Rabin thought the military- 
political situation was the most se- 
rious facing Israel at present, but 
he added that the economic area, 
as well as that of absorption of new- 
comers, took a close second and 
third. 

As for the economic situation, he 
told the assembled administrators, 
the difficulties of the Israel-British 
Bank and the Israel Corporation had 
“not been one of the workers, but of 
management, and those who super- 
vised the managers.” δ 

“Management in this country falls 
short of what it could achieve," he 
Said, calling on the administrators 
Present not “to go out and criticize 
others but to put their own houses 
in order,” . 

But be admitted that the govern- 
ment administration itself had plen- 
ty to do: it was a hard fight. For 
example, trying to combine income 
tax collections with social security 
collections aroused open and deep 
opposition. But after setting the ex- 
ample itself, the government would 
feel free to reform non-government 
fields — lke cutting the budgets of 
higher education. “I don't believe 
that the buildings on our campuses 
are the barest minimum needed to 
educate students.” 

As for absorption of immigrants 
from the USSR, he called on all 
those active in this field not to make 
any false promises and to arouse 
any false hopes. The newcomers 
would have to go through “the liv- 
‘ing hell of absorption" as others be- 
fore them had gone.

Washington confused, hopes

Soviets continue 
‘persecution of 
would-be emigrants

TEL AVIV. — The Action Commit- 
tee of newcomers from the Soviet 
Union yesterday cabled Senator

The committee says that reports 
of persistent harassments were con- 
tinuing to stream in, until last night, 
when it was informed that the tele- 
phone lines of the prominent aliya 
activists in Moscow and other Soviet 
cities had been cut. The information 
reached the Committee in a cable 
from. London. 

Many of the contacts with the 
Soviet Jews were maintained 
through volunteers who dialled them 
almost daily from Britain. By yes- 
terday, the English volunteers found 


ἢ that they were no longer able to 


contact a single allya activist in 
Russia, although they had been in 
touch with many of these activists 
for a considerable length of time. 
The London volunteers urgently 
requested that the Committee sup- 
ply them with uew telephone num- 
bers of would-be immigrants with 
whom they had not yet been in 
contact and whose lines, may not 
have been cut by the KGB.

Yosef Sarid (Alignment) and 
Avraham Katz (Likud) kad asked 
the House Committee of the Knes- 
set to condemn the holding of the 
dinner in the Knesset building on 
the grounds that it was In conflict 
with the spirit of the times. They 
said that a dinner for 400 was 
extravagant, considering the 
country's balance of payments and 
the sacrifices being asked of citi- 
zens and government bodies, 

Although feeling in the commit- 
tee was behind them, the matter 


was dropped when it was made 
clear that Speaker Yisrael Yesha- 
yahu had committed himself to 
the banquet. 

The protest of the two MKs wag 
greeted by an outraged statement 
by the General Chairman of the 
World Centenary Committee, 
Meyer Weisgal. who took the 
protest as a personal attack on 
Weizmann. He suggested that, by 
thelr protest, the two had “re- 
pudiated the role played by the 
Zionist Movement In the achleve- 
ment of the State."

Released hostages wave as they 


Dutch marines

THE HAGUE. — A detachment of Dutch Royal 
Marine “shock” troops with orders to kill if 
necessary stormed the chapel at Scheveningen 
Prison yesterday from two sides, seized four gun- 
men and released the 15 hostages they had held 
since Saturday. 

Justice Minister Andreas van Agt told a news 
conference two hours after the 4 am. operation 
the aim had been “a few minutes of total shock for 
the gunmen” and had been achieved. 

The marines went into the chapel, on the first 
floor of a new concrete-faced penitentiary block, 
screaming and firing bursts into the ceiling. 

“The marines had permission, even orders, to kill 
the gunmen if that was necessary to save the lives 
of the hostages,” van Agt said. i 

But he said it had not been necessary and 
had been no casualties. 

The hostages left the prison in a bus, waving to 
newsmen and laughirg. 

A siren sounding at 4 am. the surprige 
15-minute attack on the chapel which had been pre- 
pared in total secret. 

“We cannot go into the full details of the operation 
because one can never tell when we are going to 
need a repeat performance,” van Agt said. 

Asked what will happen to the four gunmen, who 
have been taken to another 7811, van Agt said, ‘You 
can take it from me they will never get a chance 
to stage a reprise.” 

The 32 marines swept in two waves into the 
chapel just before dawn after psychiatrists advised 
the government the convicts — besieged for 105 
hours — were becoming increasingly more unstable 
and erratic. 

They crept to the locked chapel, cut through with 
a thermal lance and with a final boot to the doors 
from the assault commander, plunged inside, scream- 
ing and firing into the air to intimidate the gunmen. 
They wore bulletproof vests and were armed with

Glass covered the floor from four windows smash- 
ed by the marines to toss in flares to provide light 
for the assault. 

Justice Minister van Agt praised the marines for 
rescuing the hostages without bloodshed, and At- 
torney General Baron Wainhold van der Feltz said 
it was one of the most successful rescues in history. 

Be said the four convicts — a Palestinians ter- 
rorist, an Algerian and two Dutchmen — would be 
charged with unlawful deprivation of liberty. 

The drama began last Saturday night when the 
prisoners pulled out guns during a service and took 
22 captives, They released seven hostages over the 
next four days, but refused to let any more go 
until the government agreed to fy them out of the 
country. 

Van Agt said yesterday Dutch authorities had de- 
cided early in the stege the only solution was 
through action. 

“We realized that nobody would be willing to re- 
ceive these people and that even if we were to allow 
their departure they might be forced to return.” he 
said. 

He said a team of officials gathered at a “crisis 
centre” decided on a tactic of di ing negotia- 
tions and never replied to the gunmen's demand for 
an airliner to take them out of Holland. 

Van Agt said the possibility of persuading -the 
gunmen to surrender became less each day — “es- 
pecially since the two Dutchmen were unstable and 
panicked on several occasions.” . 

He said the Dutch marines actually started an 
operation to take over the chapel Tuesday night “but 
stopped because we felt the risks were too high.”

NEW YORE. — A 24-year-old man 
surrendered to police here early yes- 
terday in connection with the assault 
on Tuesday of an official of the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO), a police spokesman reported.

Soviet political prisoners 
protest brutal conditions 


MOSCOW. — Physicist Andrei Sakharov and other civil rights 
leaders here called on the outside world on Wednesday to help the 


plight of Soviet political prisoners 

The group told a news conference 
that prisoners in several labour 
camps staged ἃ mass hunger strike 
on Wednesday. They said the opri- 
goners were marking the first So- 
viet "Day of the Political Prisoner.” 
There was no particular reason for 
choosing October 30. 

The 53-year-old Sakharov showed 
the Western newsmen a plece of 
vcumpled tissue the size of 4 
i pack It was covered on 
both sides with microscopic hand- 
writing In blurred purple ink. It 
had been folded to a pellet snrailer 
than a pea and smuggled from a 
remote prison. 

“This is how we get our informa- 
tion about the camps,” Sakharov 
said. He satd he has compiled a thick 
dossier about torture, cruelty and 
mistreatment in Soviet jails and pri- 
son camps, based on such flimsy 
eommunications, 

Sakherov gave 8 “very approxi- 
mate” estimate of between 2,000 
and 10,000 persons jailed for “ac- 
tions, convictions or intentions 
which would not be prosecuted 
in a democratic country.”

The Soviet government maintains 
there are no political prisoners, 
only criminals. 

Sakharov said he wrote a letter 
last week to Leonid Brezhnev, 
General-Secretary of the Commun- 
ist Party, appealing for amnesty 
for political prisoners. 

“Only in this way can we wash 
away this shameless stain of cruelty, 
intolerance and lawlessness from 
the face of our country,” he said. 

Sakharov said he particularily ap- 
pealed on behalf of some prisoners 
who have been on hunger strikes 
for weeks, or months. One of them, 
Ukrainian writer Valentin Moroz, 
is probably near death after a four- 
month fast, Sakiarov said. | 

Sakharov alleged the prisoners 
are inadequatedly fed, denied medi- 
eal treatment and forced to work 
without safety measures. He said 
that unless they fulfit extremely 
high work programmes, they face 
solitary confinement and lose visit- 
ing privileges. He said those who 
stdugé¢led out communications face

Wilson to confer with Brezhnev,

the late Reuven Shiloah and the 
tate Ya'acov Herzog. In 1959-60 he 
served with the Israel Trade Mission 
in Cologne, which handled the Ger- 
man reparations negotiations. 

From 1960 to 1963, Yohanan 
Meroz was director of then-Foreign 
Minister Golda Meir’s bureau in Je- 
tTusalem. Then followed five years 
as Minister in Paris, under 
ambassedor Walter He re- 
cals with a shudder the “most dra- 
matic’ moment of his career, which 
occurred during his Paris period. 

On Saturday, June 3, 1967, the 
head of the Middle Bast department 
at the Qual d’Orsay telephoned quite 
casually to ask if Meroz “could just 
hop over to the department.” In ἃ 
matter-of-fact voice, the official ex- 
plained that “because of undue pub- 
city given to certain shipments, 
the French government has decided 
on a temporary suspension” of arms 
supplies to the Middle East. The 
decision had been made at a cabinet 
meeting the previous day. 


Not a punishment 


‘Thus, the arms — though 
the French themselves never used 
that term until wel] into 1968 — was 
imposed before the first shot was 
fired in the war and not, as in 
the popular mfeconception, as de 
Gaulle's punishment of Israel for 
firing it, 

‘The dectsion hit Meroz Hke a 
thunderbolt and he reacted vehe- 
mently. “Is this the reward for our 
restraint?” he demanded. 

In the afternoon, he was called 
pack to the Quat d'Orsay. by Mr. 
Beaumarchais, then-Political Di- 
rector and now French ambassador 
to London, to be reassured that 
the whole thing was a very tem- 
porary measure...

“No German in 
his right mind could feel that the 
Israeli ambassador was trying to be 
more German than the Germans; 
Germany is really a special case.” 

Be believes that the unique back- 
ground to the German-Isreeli rela- 
thomshtp continues to be fet by po- 
Hcy-makers and opinion-moulders 
in the Federal Republic — despite 
tht fact that some 75 per cent of 
today’s Germans were unborn or were 
ehikiren during the period of the 
Holocaust. Under Willy Brandt, Ger- 
many stopped referring to a “spe- 
cial relationship” and sought to 
steer ἃ more “even-handed” course 
between Israel and the Arabs. Is- 
rael for its part insists that the re- 
lationship is “special,” and will re- 
main so for generations, and Meroz 
himself believes that despite the 
new “balance” in German Middle 
Bast policy nether Brandt nor his 
successor Chancellor Schmidt could 
or would ignore the  still-recent 
pest as a major factor In shaping 
present attitudes.

Israel’s national interest in fos- 
tering closer ties with Germany, ea- 
pecially economic ties, grows 
stronger as German economic pre- 
dominance in Europe grows ever 
more nmrarked. Israel’s main interest 
in Europe today is economic, since 
most of its overseas trade is done 
with that continent. Politically, Eu- 
rope has been fairly inactive on the 
Middle East question for over a year 
now — and that is all to the good 
from Israel's viewpoint. But France's 
latest lurch towards the Arabs — 
and more especially towards the 
Palestine Liberation Organization — 
may augur a heightened European 
interest in our area. Eanes. at any 
rate, is now expected to try and 
press its EEC partners to endorse 
#ts own new policy. Yohanan Meroz 
in Bonn will be in the frontline once 
again, battling the French initiative 
and urging bis host government to 
reject France's effort to mould an 
all-Huropean pro-PLIO position.

In the rehabilitation of heart 
victims, psychotherapy eer as im- 
portant as the training itself, per 
haps more so, Dr. ‘Beckmann’ sai 
The victims are usually ate ie 
fluenced by the “oldfashioned” opi- 
nion that they must not move or 
exert themselves, and “we must 
first convince them that movement 
ig in fact good for them, I assure 
them that their life expectancy will 
grow if they walk, move and work 
again. But they must also be 
warned that over-exertion, or start- 
ing too soon will assure them of 
another heart attack A balance 
must be struck, because there is a 
great danger that these people, 
who were ambitious achievers, “ma- 
Rager types,” which led to their 
heart attack in the first place, are 
likely to be determined to prove 
themselves again and overdo every- 
thing. They must be prepared to 
accept the fact that they will have 
to be less achievement conscious in 
future.” 

In addition to the “inner drive” 
that makes for heart attacks, Dr. 
‘Beckmann named the risk fac- 
tors as cigarette smoking “in- 
reece risk six-fold"; high blood- 

— “doubles the risk’; and 
bverwelght — “puts the risk just 
above normal.” Of course, alcohol 
makes for overweight, he warned. 

But, while he urges everybody to 
do what they can to avoid heart 
risks, he is equally firm in his re- 
commendation not to “make pro- 
grammes, to cut down on smoking, 
do exercises, diet or anything else,” 
because he believes making pro- 
grammes is dangerous. “If you 
don't keep to Ht, you get a bad con- 
science, and I believe that a bad 
conscience is as bad for you as 
committing the ‘sin’ itvelf." He 
believes that “if you do ‘sin, at 
Teast you shoukl enfoy it, the oc- 
easional transgression will

IT had the distinct feeling that the

His simple rule of 
thumb is: “don’t exert yourself more 
than reaching a pulse beat of 170 
minus your own age.

DURING THE TWELVE MONTHS October 
1973 to September 1974, Israel's population 
grew by 87,000, or 20,000 fewer than the year 
before, according to Moshe Sikron, head of 
the Central Bureau of Statistics. 
- Immigration fell by 12,000, while partial in- 
dicators suggest that emigration was slightly 
higher (16,000 instead of 12,000). There were 
4,000 more births, this heralding. a return to 
normal after a decline the year before due to 
an epidemic of German meesies. Against the 
above must be set 3,000 more deaths, mainly 
in the October War. -

The proportion of Oriental families owning 
electrical refrigerators has risen from 8.2 per 
vent in 1958 to 95.6 per cent. Just over half 
the Western families have a washing machine 
— ami 62.6 per cent of the Orientals. West- 
erners are ahead in telephones, electric 
mixers, and motor cars. : 

Arabs in Israel also benefit from the current 
Prosperity. By 1960 practically all Jewish 
births took place in a hospital or nursing- 
home, although only 545 per cent of Arab 
births. Last year the figure for the Arab com- 
munity was 95.1 per cent, 

The number of doctors in Israel has more 
than doubled since 1955. They increased 
from one per 450 inhabitants to one per 362 
inhabitants (though the population had grown 
in the meantime). 

One-fifth of all the world’s Jews live in 
Israel (the proportion was five per cent in 
1948). Half the Jewish inhabitants are sabras, 
amd 20 per cent are the chitdren of sabris. 

To the alarm of the fair sex, the prepon- 
derance of men in the Jewish population 15 
tumbling, as follows (number of males per 
thousand females): 


1938 1,068 
1955 1,031 
1965 1,019 
1973 1,003 


Among the Arabs, the proportion has re- 
mained stable, around 1,050 men per thousand 
‘women. 

There is a slight population shift towards 
the heart of the country. During 1973 the 
Central District’ (round Tel Aviv) grew by 
5,500 people, while the Northern District dec- 
ned by 3,400 and the Haifa District by 1,800.

Index-linked 
insurance for 
property

THL AVIV. — The Securitas in- 
surance eompany on Wednesday 
launched the world’s first “index- 
linked” insurance policy for pro- 
perty. The managing director of 
the insurance company, Dr. Ya'acov 
J, Haron, said the new policy will 
be mainly for industrial plants or 
large buildings. 

Dr. Haron expiained that in the 
Present inflatiomary era a regular 
Policy issued at the beginning of 
the year failed to properly insure 
any property by the end of the 
year. The person taking out in- 
surance could take out a larger po- 
licy at the beginning of the year, 
but his premiums would be very 
high, and moreover, tf the build- 
ing was damaged at the beginning 
of the year, his policy would only 
tover the actual worth of the build- 
ing, and not the sum specified in 
the policy. 

Under his “index-linked" plan, 
the premiums will be paid in ac- 
cordante with an “agreed upon 
index" so the policy would increase 
to cover the replacement costs of 
any damage done to the building. 
(Securitas is the Israeli representa- 
tive of Fireman's Fund, the large 
American insurance firm.) 

Securitas will allow clients to ab- 
tain dollar-linked policies, so that if 
there was devalution, the company's 
Plant would be able to buy ma- 
chines and other equipment abroad 
at the new rate. 

Another advantage of the new 
type of policy is that its coverage 
would constantly increase, after a 
fire or other damage, until the ac- 
tual policy was paid. Sometimes it 
took a considerable period to esti- 
Taate the damage, and thus the po- 
Hey would continue to grow to 
cover the inflationary trend during 
this period, until the plant was 
again functioning.

riper yone. of course, recog- 
nizes that the problems have 
not been created by Mr. Rabi- 
nowitz, They have ‘been long in 
developing, and are in part due 
to external causes. But Mr. Ra- 
binowitz finds himself at the 
centre of the storm, and it is 
him to whom the public quite 
naturally looks. 

Yesterday he conceded that 
the measures to restrain infla- 
tion that were adopted in July 
did not achieve their objective 
— something which economists 
predicted from the outset, He 
alluded as well to some of the 
new steps which the Treasury 
is now planning in an effort to 
stem consumption and halt the 
drain on our foreign reserves. 

But if any new policy is to 
work it must have bite.

and promotes deceit; the man- 
gled bureaucracy which saps 
productivity; the Government 


-promoted inflation of land and 


housing prices which created 
exaggerated wealth (and con- 
sumption pressures) for a few 
and deprives housing for the 
many. The Ist is long and well 
known, 

Only if the public 5365 that 
the Government is determined 
to engage in serious economic 
reform which embraces ail sec- 
tors, and not simply a few 
selected economic indicators, 
will there be a chance of enlist- 
ing the broad consent needed to 
improve our national economic 
performance. . 

That will take leadership and 
a willingness not only to ex- 
hort but to act with purpose 
and determination.

He conceded that there 
were dangers of irredentism and 
Soviet influence in such a scheme, 
but beHeved that in the long run 
it would provide a prospect for the 
pacification of the area. 

Dr. Rimait refers to the Hashe- 
mite Kingdom, brought into being 
by Churchill's partition of the his- 
torical Land of Israel in 1922 as 
“the last relic of Buropean colo- 
nialism in the Middle East." He 
envisaged an economic confedera- 
tion along the Imes of the Euro- 
pean Common Market between Is- 
rael and the Arab state to its Hast. 
Eat and Akaba could become a 
twin port authority, and either 
Ashdod or. Haifa could be offered 
as a site for a free port for the 
other country.

FOURTEEN ORIGINAL from 
Leonardo da Vinci’s Note- 
books are now on exhibition at the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton. The manuscript pages, loaned 
by the Government, come 
from two red leather-bound volumes, 
facsimile editions of which have just 
been published by McGraw-Hill, 

‘The notebooks, now called the Mad- 
rid Codices, were found in the Na- 
tional library of Madrid in 1965. 

“The notebooks are a visual record 
by a trained, acute observer of the 
mechanical and engineering status 
of technology at a halfway point 
between medieval and modern 
times,” says @ da Vinci scholar. 

“The mechanics notebook was 
written when Leonardo was painting 
“The Last Supper" and studying 
anatomy. The second was com- 
piled while he painted the Mona Lisa, 
designed canais and fortresses, 
studied the flight of birds and the 
movement of water. 

Both notebooks are written in 
mirror sciipt which, according to 
Prof. Ludwig Heydenreich of Mu- 
nich University, came easily to Leo- 
uardo da Vinci who was left-handed.
